I received your letter dated September 21, 2017, regarding Resolution to Slow the Climate Crisis by Reducing 
Methane Emissions from Natural Gas Systems, which was adopted by the Chatham County Board of 
Commissioners on September 18, 2017. Climate change is an important issue to the Governor, and he has 
taken several actions to increase clean energy and address greenhouse gas emissions in North Carolina. 

North Carolina recently joined the U.S. Climate Alliance, which is a group of fifteen states (including Puerto 
Rico) committed to meeting their share of the Paris Agreement greenhouse gas reduction targets. In addition, 
the Governor recently signed H 589, which is expected to double North Carolina’s solar capacity over the next 
four years. North Carolina currently is ranked second in the nation for installed solar capacity. Further, the 
Governor issued Executive Order No. 11, Promoting Wind Energy Development, which directs the N.C. 
Department of Environmental Quality, the Department of Commerce, and other state entities to support and 
promote the development of wind energy in North Carolina. Governor Cooper also strongly opposes drilling for 
oil and gas off North Carolina’s coast. 

Please relay to the Board of Commissioners my appreciation for sharing the resolution with the Governor’s 
Office and for their commitment to reducing greenhouse gas emissions in our state.
